The story of W3TKQ begins with the Haverford 
Township Emergency Radio Net, a civil defense radio club 
started before WWII. In 1950, W. Laurence LePage, then 
Executive Vice President of the Franklin Institute, got 
his amateur license, W3QCV, and became a member of the 
H.T.E.R.N. In 1951, Laurence proposed that the H.T.E.R.N. 
sponsor an amateur station as an exhibit at the Franklin 
Institute. <A license was obtained and equipment built 
and installed. Originally, only 2&6 meter bands were 
in operation. 


Only four of the original members who helped build 
and operate W3TKQ are still around and members of Phil-Mont; 
W3HQJ, Dr. Lester Burket, W2HFY,Harold Grace, Dr. Wynn 
Laurence LePage, and me, Fred Shaw, the original Trustee 
for W3TKQ until 1975, when I retired in favor of W3PWG, 
Rolland Madara. 


Rarly on, W3TKQ was operated only on weekends and 
holidays, by club members on a schedule. This soon became 
quite a chore and we got some assistance from the Institute 
in the form of W3PBR, Mason Frankenfield, who, in addition to 
his duties as a demonstrator in the Electrical Hall, overated 
and demonstrated W3TKQ. In 1954 Hallicrafter gave us a recei- 
ver, Johnson donated a Viking I and Mosley a tri-band bean. 


It became clear that more than one operator was needed, 
and soon we had four retired hams. No attempt will be made to 
list all of TKQ's operators, but special mention must be made 
of K3RTR, Sam Moskowitz("the verse of Phil-Mont"), who, after 
19 years of service,is still active, with TKQ on the air. 


In 1960, it was felt that W3TKQ should be associated 
with a larger and more active net, so W3QCV, then President of 
the F.I., proposed that the Phil-Mont M.R.C. be sponsors and in- 
vite them to hold their meetings at the F.I., a very successful 
arrangement, in retrospect. 
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In 1962, Phil-Mont and the Franklin Institute were 
able to interest the Collins Radio Company in providing a com- 
plete HF station for W3TKQ. The F.I. provided a glass-enclosed, 
air-conditioned room in the Flectrical Hall and the Bell Tele- 
phone Company of Pennsylvania gave us the telephone instruments, 
amplifiers and speakers so that visitors could hear as well as 
see the station operation. 


The Collins equipment lasted a long time but Father 
Time, collecting his dues, it antiquated over the years and new, 
state-of-the-art equipment was in order, 


(Ed- So here we are, in 1982, with W3TKQ with her third 
face-lift, compliments of the R.L.Drake Co., and Hamtronics of 
Trevose, Penna. But not without a little urging from the F.I. 
and our own W3AWH, John Tinaglia. )
